There-is nu question of greater interest te the whole of 
the Far East than that of the fortheoming conference at 
Wasbingtom in so far as il relates to the. discussion of Far 
Eastern and Pacific problems. Here 1s presented an 
opportunity to straighten out all the tangles that have led 
to the fear of heavy armaments on the part of the Powers 
interested—-an opportunity the like of which bas never been 
" presented before. Presidrat flarding’s invitation, a cable 
condensation of which we published yesterday, goes 
straight to the point when it observes that it would be 
futile to bope for the final assurance of peace without a 
practical effort to remove the cause of misunderstanding. 
in other words, the settlement of the Pavific problems must 
precede any talk of disarmaments. A few days ago we 
published a lengthy statement issued by the Japanese 
Foreign Office which clearly indicated that although Japan 
was quite willing to talk disarmaments she was a little 
diffident to talk about the Pacifie. at least pot withont 
reserving to herself a lot of “rights.” President Harding 

sees things a little differently: he and his advisers have 
realised that the horse must come before the cart and that 
it is essential to settle the one befure proceeding to the 
. other. And we sincerely hope 
frank and open attitudeby all the Powers concerned. 
China has been invited to the Pacific conference but 
_ pot to the armaments conference. 2 fact revealing at 
least two things: the first being that China is bardly 
qualified to participate in a conference dealing with 
armaments on a scale of which she knows nothing. 
the second being that China is an indispensible party 
to the Pacific discussims. We would go even further 
and say that China is the very central, party. It is the 
presence of China—a wist potential field—in the Pacific 
that has caused the Pucific to be the recognised storm 
centre of the future.

is political unity. - The Powers should guarantee that much 
throtgh the'agency of in Internationa] Commission, should 
see that China has enovgh money to disband her superfluous 
troops, that her chosen faders are given support to enable 
_ them to enforce law and order, and that money is advanced 
through the Consortium to effect the national improvements 
of which China standsso sorely in need. Instead of try- 
_ ing to pull their own airings in diferent ways: the nations 
should seek some common ground whereby China would 
- gain the prime benefit and they themselves reap the reward 
That would automatically follow her national, social and 
economic advancement. China is the master key. that can 
unlock the door to a paceful Pacific, and the unification of

cumstances whatsoever is al- 
together .rational. Carried to an 
extreme, this would mean that 
the Soviet is at liberty to bring 
tepested disasters upoo Russia, 
from which other nations are to 
continue extricating the sufferers 
without beingentitled toany voice 
regarding the country’s govern- 
ment, the primary cause of the 
estastrophe. The attempts that 
were made by otker countries to 
alter political conditions in Russia 
may not have been of the most 
jadicious kind, but it looks as if 
the sacrosanct character of 
“domestic” questions is capable 
of baing over-stated. There are 
signs, however, that the course of 
events is accelerating the conver- 
sion of tho Bolshevik leaders, not 
only in respect of the head, but, 
one must hope, of the heart.

At last in 1913 he was free to 
purece bis quest, and did; but 
though he searched all New York, 
where he had been given to under- 
stand his boyhood sweetheart had 
gone, he could find no trace of her, 
and in despair he enlisted in the 
arcoy a3 e@ private, and was sent 
to the war with the 52nd Railway 
Artillery, which went through 
several battles. 

Tn 1919 he was drafted back to 
New York, and petitioned for hia 
discharge. but was kept with the 
Colours and sent to Fortress 
Monroe, in Virginis, where he 
wags promoted to be master 
gunner. 


A CHANCE MEETIMG. 

Thev, during a furlough, he 
came to New York, still obsessed 
with longing for his lost love, and 
figuratively almost the first per- 
son be met was Mary. It was 
purely a chance meeting and she 
bad no idea that he was in 
America. This time he won her, 
aod they married. Nevertheless, 
he could not obtain his discharge 
from the army, so when in 
due course he learned that 
Marcus Sakarfos, junior, had

Monroe, and might have stayed 
free indefinitely had he nat got 
into trouble with the police for 
recklees driving of an auto- 
mobile and been sent to prison 
for 25 days. As it was, when he 
emerged from the civil prison the 
military authorities took charge 
of him. He gave the guard the 
slic, but wag recaptured, and now 
is s prisoner on Governor's Island, 
serving & sentence for double 
desertion.

* & revival of shipping depends - 
almost entirely on a revival of 
trade,” said the manager of one of 
tha largest British cargo-liner 
fleets, The essentials of a trade 
revival are production at home at 
@ Ggure. which will” attract 
customers ; a practical arrange- 
ment in connection with foreign 
credits, which should tend to 
[stabilise foreign exchanges; the 
restoration of canfidenee. in our 
customers, confidence, that is, 
that strikea will not prevent the 
fulfilment of contracts. The 
tremendous overplus of shipping 
afloat in the world should be mes 
by keeping building ata misimum. 
Cost af repairs as well as building 
must atitl be reduced materially, 
aa they have an important beating 
on the coat of operation, both in 
cost of upkeep and insurance. 
Bunker fuel must come down to 
23a a ton. The position in con- 
nection with shipping can only 
be reflacted by the state of trade 
as fat as goods ate concerned. 
When we are importing raw 
moaterials and exporting manu. 
factures in volumo there must 
obviously be employment for 
ships. But itis going to take the 
bast part of two years before ships 
can be operated to earn enough 
to cover depreciation and interest 
on capital.” 

FORT IMPROV EMEST aT 
NANKING. 

The present economic posaibi}- 
‘itiesattaching to Nanking, with its 
trieh hinterland, provided with rail- 
way comrunnication on both sides 
of the river, can be expected to 
develop still further, © when 

Kow, on the oppoyite side of 
the river, ia equipped to handle a 
larger business and when tho 
accessibility of this harbour for 
ships of deep draucht is improved. 
On‘ the 2th April the Pukow 
Development Office was formally 
‘lestablished. Inis Propesect to erect 
at Pukow on an extensiva water 
front a system of wharves, cranes, 
andgodowns and railway facilities, 
with a view to enabla deepsea 
ships and others te load and dis- 
charge cargo without loss of.time. 
A French engineer, M. Francois, 
who bas much experience in the 
construction of ports. has been 
specially engaged for the carry- 
ing out of this scheme. The 
Nanking harbour itself provides 
adequate berthing accommodation 
for big ships: but between it and 
the sea thero are two'shoals that, 
during the low-river season, affect 
its accessibility for .deep-draught 
veasel3, Steamers with adraught 
of 24 feet may at low river pro- 
ceed to or leave Nanking for the 
sea, and at highrivera maximum 
{of 30 feet may be exceeded under 
favourable conditions; but there 
can be no donbt that the develop- 
ment of Nanking and ot its sister 
port of Pukow as an important~ 
shipping and industrial centre is 
seriously hamperediby the absence 
of a properly conserved approach. 
COMPETITION ON TSINGTAU REX.
